British Planes 
Attack Tipit 
Off Norway 


LONDON (CP)—The 35,000-ton 
German battleship Tirpitz was at- 
tacked by fleet air arm torpedo 
planes Monday off the coast of 
Norway, it was announced today. 

The Tirpitz, thus reported in 
action for the first time, is a 
sister-ship of the Bismarck, sunk 
in the north Atlantic last May by 
British warships and planes, 

The Tirpitz last was seen re- 
tiring under the cover of a heavy 
smoke screen toward the Nor. 
wegian coast, the Admiralty com- 
munique said, 


ENEMY SURPRISED 


The communique said the war- 
ship put out_of. Trondheim and 
took a northward course, but was 
sighted by reconnaissance planes} 
and then attacked by the torpedo 
planes. 

“It was not possible to observe 
the-restit-of this attack,” said the 
Admiralty. 

The Tirpitz, 792 feet in length, 
carries eight 15-inch guns. Re 
ports have given her speed as 30 
knots.

Brazil Ready 
To Declare War 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) —| 
President Getulid Vargas issued 
a decree today giving himself the} 
authority to declare a state of| 
war or a state of emergency! 
throughout Brazil in case of for-| 
imminence of in-| 
ternal disturbance or existence of 
a plan of conspiracy. } 

Promptly answering the tor | 
pedoing of the fourth Brazilian | 
ship off the United States- coast | 
in three weeks, the 
cleared the way for imprison- 
ment of Axis subjects and seizure 
of Axis property. 

Orders for seizure of Axis pro- | 
perty were expected within 48 
hours, 

The decree, issued as Brazil} 
was experiencing increasing 
shipping losses as a result of 
Axis “submarine activity off the 
United States Atlantic coast, de 
clares that “from the time the 
use of the armed forces for the 
defence of the state becomes 
necessary, the .President will de- 
clare_a state of war in all na- 
tiorial territory, or in part of it.”

Offensive fighting, therefore,

OFFICE OF THE CUSTODIAN 


HE Custodian desires to bring to the attention of 
persons of the Japanese race the following provi- 
sions of Order in Counei) Number P..C. 1665 dated 
the 4th day of March, 1942: 
“AS a protective measure only, all property siiuated 
j in any protected area of British Columbia belonging 
to any person of the Japanese race resident in such area 
(excepting fishing vessels subject to Order in Council 
P. C. 288 of the 13th January, 1942, and deposits of 
money, shares of stock, debentures, bonds or other 
securities), delivered up to any person by the owner 
pont to the Order of the Minister of Justice dated 
‘ebruary. 26, 1942, or which is turned over to the Cus- 
todian by the owner, or which the owner, on being evacu- 
ated, is unable to take with him, shall be vested in 
ard subject to the control and management of the 
Custodian as defined in the Regulations respecting 
Trading with the Enemy, 1939; provided, however, that 
ne commission shall be charged by the Custodian in 
respect of such control and management. 


“Subject as hereinafter provided, and for the pur- 
poses of the control and management of such property, 
; rights and interest by the Custodian, the Regulations 
| respecting Trading with the Enemy, 1939, shall‘apply 
mutatis mutandis to the same extent as if such rr. 
erty, rights and interests belonged to any enemy wi! 
the meaning of the said Regulations. 

“The property, rights and interests so vested in and 
subject to the control and management of the Custodian, 
or the proceeds thereof, shall be dealt with in such 
manner as the Governor in Couneil may direct.” 

The above provisions do not apply to fishing ves- 
sels, deposits of money, shares of stock, debentures, 
bonds or other securities, or property required to be 
delivered to any person by the owner pursuant, to the 
Order of the Minister of Justice dated February 26, 
1942, but enable persons of the Japanese race to de 
liver to the Custodian, before they are evacua’ 

a protected area, such other property as they 
disposed of and are unable to take with them. 


All such other erty not disposed of 
livered to the Custodian prior to evacuation aut 
cally. comes under the control of the Custodian 
the evacuation of the owner but persons of the

When Swede

Sweden has long been the ru- 
mor factory..of Europe. The | 
rumors and reports now emanat 
ing-from that country must there- | 
fore be taken with reserve. But 
they themselves are another in 
dication of the place occupied by 
Sweden in this World War II 

In a book which is now selling 
like hot-cakes in the U.S. (“De- 
fence Will Not Win the. War,” 
by Lieut.Col. W. F. Kiernan), | 
Italy is picked as the spot where | 
the United Nations could deal the 
Axis the most deadly blow. Obvi-| 
ously, when the time comes to| 
attack, the western democracies | 
can strike anywhere from Nor- 
way right round the perimeter 
of Europe 

The Low Countries may once 
more be what they have so often | 
been before—the cockpit of 
Europe. But there must also be 
a strong military school holding | 
out for an attack on Norway. 

The obvious advantage of an 
Allied attack on the Germans in 
Norway is that the forces«there; 


| could be isolated and deprived of 


reinforcement. The -obvious —dis-| 
advantage is that—even granted 
complete success—our forces | 
would then be no nearer to Ger- 
many itself. 

SWEDEN ON SPOT 

The government of Sweden is 
well aware of ail these factors. 
It is well aware that if the dem- 
ocracies decide to liberate Nor- 
way .by invasion that it’ would 
have to refuse transit to German 
troops. That refusal itself might 
plunge Sweden into war against | 
Nazis. 

Hence the recent feelers by |

In his statement today Mr. Churchill recalis 
the fact that in August, 1940, this sub-conti- 
nent was promised Dominion status, as soon 
as possible after the war, carrying with it 
“full freedom and equality” with Great Bri- 
tain and the other Dominions—“under a con- 
stitution to be framed by the Indians by 
agreement among themselves and acceptable 
to the main elements in Indian national life.” 
What new proposals are to be entrusted to 
the Lord Privy Seal the Prime Minister does 
not say. However, by way of clarification, 
and to. clothe the general declaration of 
policy “with precision,” he specifically an- 
mounces that the: war cabinet has agreed 
“anitedly” upon conclusions for present and 
future action, which, “if accepted by India as 
‘a Whole? would avoid the alternative 
dangers.” These. he sets out as follows: 
“Fither that resistance of a powerful 
minority might Impose an Indefinite veto 
* upon the wishes of the majority, or that ma- 
jority decision might be taken which would 
be resisted to a point destructive of internal 
harmony and fatal to the setting up of a 
new constitution.” 
It is natural that the government should 
hesitate to set forth in detafl this attempt 
“of a strong contribution” to aid India in the 
realization of full self-government, for the 
reason, as Mr. Churchill emphasizes, that 
were such a pronouncement to be made pub- 
lic at such a moment as this, ft might con- 
ceivably do ‘more harm than good. In other 
words, the government is mindful of the ef- 
fect which rejection of its new proposals 
would have on Indian thought and action as 
well as on the common enemy. By the same 
token, their acceptance, even on a make-shift 
basis, would proriote unified concentration 
on the main problem which is confronting 
India and her 360,000,000 people—the menace 
at their gates. Nothing would suit the plans 
of the Axis better at this stage of the War 
of the-Continents than the expansion of the 
present political unrest in this part of the 
BPH’ EMipire inte internal chaos: or open 
revolt, Neither Hindu nor Moslem is blind 
to the consequences such a development 
‘would bring in its wake. Both realize what 
a tremendous weight a united India could 
exercise against the aggressor 
Delicate and difficult is bound to be the 
task of composing the views and demands of 
the chief opposing forces. As head of the 
Nationalist movement, representing approxi- 
mately 240,000,000 Hindus, Pandit Jawa- 
harlal Nehru said in Allahabad the other 
day that“the Indian problem can only be 
approached: on a basis of Indian freedom,” 
and that “nothing else will make a vita) dif- 
ference or move our millions to effective 
action.” As head of the Muslim League, 
representing nearly 80,000,000 Mohamme- 
dans; Mr. Jinnah has warned Mr. Churchill 
against action which did not recognize the 
full rights of this huge minority element. 
On ‘this point Mr. Nehru is on record as 
declaring that “the question of minorities 
does not really arise in the present crisis, 
and that in any event.all reasonable and 
possible protection will be given them.” ‘This 
is the conflict of view which constitutes 
the highest kind of political explosive 
In the background, of course, is the record 
of Mr, Churchill's antipathy toward the India 
Constitution Act of 1935—-which began to op- 
erate on April 1, 1987" Mr. Nehru is exploit- 
ing it to the full. Mr, Jinnah, too, is taking 
‘advantage of it; But the attitude of private 
member Churchil] to a public question in the 
days of so-called peace should not be over- 
emphasized against the views of Churchill 
the Prime Minister, the mah who is implac- 
ably resolved to defeat the enemies of all 
the people of India. But the fact that he 
has chosen Sir Stafford Cripps to take the 
olive branch to the conflicting elements in 
India herself, that he is to carry conclusions 
unitedly- agreed upon by the war cabinet. 
should suggest ever to the Indian Nationalist 
leader that a substantial change of heart 
has occurred. And if added proof of the 
British government's “sincere resolve” were 
needed, both Mr. Nehru and Mr. Jinnah have 
only to consult the Lord Privy Seal’s writ- 
ings and public utterances to learn how 
friendly he is to all causes that mean human 
betterment. Great and intricate as the In- 
Ajan question is, then, his wise counsel should 
be sympathetically received and considered 
in the light of the stark realities of. these

The detailed defects in our system may 
be studied in the commission’s report, in- 
cluding more than 80 recommendations for 
reform all along the line.

The people of Canada 
have not been sufficiently interested in the 
prevention of crime at home, just as the 
people of Canada were not sufficiently inter- 
ested in the prevention of international crime 
to refuse the delivery of.scrap iron and other 
material aids to one nation criminally at- 
tacking another, It is not good enough to 
pass the blame on to the government; we

Education for. Citizenship 

ECAUSE A FEW FORWARD-LOOKING 

men decided to do something about the 
fact that we-had. come to take our democ 
facy too much for granted, the Canadian 
Council of Education for Citizenship came 
into being a year ago. By its constitution 
it aims at stimulating in the minds of all 
Canadians a-gteater appreciation of the 
meaning and implications of democracy as & 
way of life.

ing an understanding of problems relating 
to post-war construction and to act as a clear- 
ing house for problems gpd projects sub- 
mitted by associated bodies, which include 
provincial departments of education. The 
Council’s first annual report shows provin- 
clal councils have been formed in British 
Columbia, Manitoba, Quebéc,” Néw Bruns 
wick-and Nova Scotia. Seven provinces have 
joined with the Dominion in giving financial 
support. 

An active program is being developed in 
the schools to emphasize citizenship obliga- 
tions in a democracy. The work is carried 
on through radio programs, lectures and 
pamphlets. The-movement is timely. In 
these days when democracy is being chal- 
lenged from without, there is need to rein- 
force it from within, to strengthen in each 
individual his sense of personal responsibil- 
ity,.to remind us continually of our obliga- 
tions one to another and to the community.

EARLY BIRD , 

A® EARLY BIRD nearly everywhere, and 
$ busy with us now cleaning the bug 
holes of winter, is that woodpecker of many 
names, which John Burroughs called the 
high-hole, but which most of.us call the 
flicker. - 

L. Nelson Nichols, writing of the flicker 
in Birds of America, speaks affectionately 
of this gay and friendly bird: 

“The flicker is the most interesting bird 
of all the woodpeckers. “The fact that it 
has been called by so many different names 
besides that of flicker shows how very dif- 
ferent kinds of people have made very dif: 
ferent. kinds of observations of the bird. 
Oné observer has seen the bird fly into 
a hole it has ‘chiseled out with its bill near 
the top of a high dead tree stub and has 
given the bird the name of the high-hole 
or the high-holder, Another person has 
heard the bird calling his ‘yarrup-yarrup’ 
while flying from tree to fence post and to 
tree again in quest of food; hence the com- 
mon name of yarrup. Anoter person hear- 
ing the loud, onesyllable call across the 
fields or the swamp lot has named the-bird 
the clape, Yet another hearing the swish 
of his friendly ‘weechem’ as he wings along 
in-wavy up-and-down flight from 10 to 100 

,feet above the ground has named the bird 
the flicker... .” 


SOCTAL-MINDED 


The flicker has the characeristic, un- 
dulant-flight of the woodpecker, rising and 
falling as if he were riding the waves of 
the air. 

The marking Uf ‘the flicker-are'so varie 
gated that-there ts not room here to give 
them in detail, but this golden-winged bird 
is one of the very handsomest of all his 
family. The female is much like the male 
except that she does not have the black 
cheek-patch or moustache. 

The flicker prefers a hole high up on 
the bole or limb of a.tree. A family of flick- 
ers has been known to build for many 
successive years. in. the same hole. 

The flicker is a very social-minded bird, 
living on the most amicable terms with the 
robins, the bluebirds and the sparrows, and 
there is nothing truculent or belligerent In 
his disposition. All. the. woodpeckers are 
true arboreans, living in the trees and get- 
ting their food mainly from the trees. 

Except for the starling, there are few 
molesters of the woodpeckers. The starling 
is one of the worst of the aggressor birds, 
He has been discovered going into the wood- 
pecker’s hole and killing and throwing out 
the pink and unfledged nestlings, 

John Burroughs, in whose heart al) birds 
had a home, says of the high-hole, as he 
prefers to cal] him: “He is an old favorite 
of my boyhood, and his note to me means 
very much. He announces his affival bya 
long, loud call, repeated from the dry branch 
of some tree or a stake in the fence, a 
thoroughly melodious April sound. I think 
how Solomon finished that beautiful descrip- 
tion of spring, ‘And the voice of the turtle 
is heard in the land,’ and see that a descrip 
tion 6f spring in this farming country, to be 
equally .characteristic,.should..culminate in 
like manner, ‘And the call of the high-hole 
comes up from the wood’.”

Forty different kinds of flying | 
frogs are known, but they are 
alike in the main-peints, They al? 
live in trees, and their feet are 
webbed in a way which makes 
them serve as parachutes, o1 
planes. 

After springing from a brafich, 
they hold their feet in such a 
manner as to help them glide to 
a landing place. The glide is not 
so smooth, or long, as that of a 
flying squirrel, but it is a good 
glide just the same. 

The noted scientist, Alfred 
Russell wallace, discovered one 
kind of flying frog with a very | 
large web-spread. -He measured | 
the webs of the four feet of one 
of them, and found that they cov 
ered 12 square inches. 

Flying frogs make little noise, 
and seldom move about in broad 
daylight, They become active 
after sunset,.and-also are-to be 
seen moving when the sun begins} 
to streak the sky at dawn 

Although they live in trees, 
they are related to water frogs 
They lay their eggs in water, and 
the young live as tadpoles before 
they learn to’ climb trees and to 
sail-from limb to limb 

Like chameleons, flying frogs 
are able to change color to match 
the surface upon which they rest 
They cannot turn suddenly from 
their natural green to a_bright 
red, but their skin takes on a 
grey or brownish color to match 
the bark of a tree

undiminished fury in an effort to 
postpone as jong as possible the’ 
| time of postwar reprisals, accord- 
ling to Alex. Dreier, NBC corres- 
pondent and last newsman to 
leave Berlin before war was_de-| 
clared. 


“I saw the first crack in Ger- 
many’s morale when - the biitz! 
victory over Russia, which Hitler 
had promised, failed to materia-| 
lize,” Dréier states in a signed 
article in the current issue of the 
American Magaziné. “As rela-! 
tions between Washington and 
| Berlin: grew more tense, I saw! 
the widespread uncertainty of 
victory turn into a conviction of | 
defeat. 


“On the eve of Pearl Harbor, 
Germany had been so undér- 
mined with hopelessness that 
even Nazi officials talked openly 
of their fears of ultimate-disaster. 
I don't mean that the Nazi regime 
is about to crack up. Far from 
it. I've seen its fighting machine 
and it is still magnificent despite 
losses on the eastern front] In? 
fact, recent setbacks have given 
Germany a will to fight with a 
fnew ferocity. 

“The little fellow under Hitler 
is afraid of what will happen to 
| him after he stops fighting. I 
talked with Germans who believe | 

that a murderous horde of aveng- 
ers — downtrodden Russians, 
Poles, Czechs, Serbs, Norwegians, 
Belgians, Danes; Dutch -and 
French—will swarm. over Ger 
many once military operations 
have. ceased. A Nazi officer told 
me that if Germany is defeated 
30,000,000 Germans will die—and 
not on the battlefield 
‘he Nazis told the world they 
started this ‘war as a crusade 

But the average German: told me 

he was continuing it out of fear 

fear of postwar reprisals.”

must suffer tremendous losses 
and endure untold hardships, and 
so his fear of postwar revenge, 
IT am convinced, will keep him 
fighting desperately, if futilely, 
to the bitter end.”
